Joint  Council  #73  Defense  Fund 


It  now  appears  that  the  federal  government  is  undertaking  a  course  of  action 
to  repress  civil  and  constitutional  rights  that  could  threaten  the  existence  of  a 
free  trade  union  movement  in  America.  We  know  this  sounds  dramatic,  but  we  think 
you'll  agree  with  us  after  hearing  the  facts.  And,  we  think  you  11  also  agree 
that  all  of  organized  labor  must  now  rally  behind  the  efforts  of  Teamster  locals 
in  New  Jersey  to  preserve  the  basic  principles  of  due  process  and  local  autonomy. 

Since  early  December,  the  Justice  Department,  through  U.  S.  District  Court 
Judge  David  Edelstein,  has  been  trying  to  impose  the  terms  of  the  RICO  case 
settlement  and  Consent  Order,  agreed  to  by  the  IBT  executive  board,  on  each  of  the 
700  affiliates  of  the  Teamsters  Union  across  the  United  States.  Under  the  terms 
of  the  consent  order,  Judge  Edelstein  was  authorized  to  appoint  investigations 
officer  Charles  M.  Carberry  and  two  other  officials  to  supervise  and  investigate 
the  operations  of  the  international,  until  the  next  rank-and-file  election  of 
executive  board  members  in  1991. 

The  court  has  now  broadened  its  interpretation  of  that  agreement  to  include 
all  Teamster  local  unions,  joint  councils  and  area  conferences  under  its  terms,  no 
Salter  what  their  status  or  where  they  are  located.  It  claims  that  even  though 
the  affiliates  were  not  recognized  as  parties  to  the  RICO  case,  the  International 
is  their  agent  and  vice  versa,  despite  ample  law  to  the  contrary.  In  effect,  it 
has  given  the  court  appointed  agents  of  the  International  the  power  to  avoid  or 
usurp  legal  restraints,  civil  rights,  constitutional  rights,  rights  under  union 
constitutions,  and  other  rights  of  normal  due  process. 

This  arbitrary  approach  assumes  that  there  is  criminality  in  every  affiliate 
of  the  Teamsters  union,  and  it  bypasses  the  need  to  show  probable  cause  or  present 
evidence  of  such.  It  allows  for  the  indiscriminate  and  wholesale  invasion  of  an 
affiliate's  official  and  personal  records,  including  even  calendars,  diaries  and 
rolodexes,  all  without  due  process.

The  court  has  further  interpreted  the  law  in  such  a  way  that  it  alone  can 
hear  and  rule  upon  any  appeal  to  its  decision,  regardless  of  where  it  is  filed, 
again,  despite  ample  law  to  the  contrary.  In  line  with  this,  the  court  recently 
enjoined  an  action  filed  in  federal  court  in  Newark  by  Teamsters  Joint  Council  73, 
seeking  to  stop  investigator  Carberry  from  examining  the  90,000  member  council's 
records  and  documents.  It  ruled  that  it  has  exclusive  jurisdiction  over  the 
matter.   Whatever  happened  to  the  appeal  process? 

So  outrageous  is  this  affront  to  basic  rights  that  Assemblyman  Thomas  Foy  and 
Anthony  Impreveduto  have  introduced  a  resolution  in  the  Legislature  calling  upon 
Congress  to  prevent  the  government  from  imposing  the  mandates  of  the  consent  order 
on  all  Teamster  affiliates. 

Joint  Council  73  is  now  appealing  Judge  Edelstein's  effort  to  reach  beyond 
his  jurisdiction.  Although  the  council  has  nothing  to  hide,  they  have  decided  not 
to  surrender  basic  rights  granted  under  both  the  U.  S.  Constitution  and  union 
constitutions.  They  refuse  to  bend  to  the  government's  campaign  of  guilt  by 
association.  They  have  decided  to  stand  and  fight  to  keep  their  union,  and  indeed 
all  unions,  free  of  government  control. 

The  battle  has  been  joined  by  Teamsters  Joint  Council  73  and,  in  this 
instance,  their  fight  is  all  of  organized  labor's  fight.  They  are  involved  in 
long  and  costly  litigation  which  the  Justice  Department  hopes  will  break  them. 
They  need  your  moral  support  and  financial  assistance,  if  they  are  to  prevail. 

Please  come  to  their  assistance  in  any  way  your  local  can.  This  is  indeed  a 
historic  struggle  to  maintain  democracy  and  freedom  in  the  labor  movement.  The 
Executive  Board  of  the  State  AFL-CIO  has  authorized  this  appeal  for  financial 
assistance.
